They profess to see a sil- 
ver lining in the present clouds, to 
discover Mn the United States a new 
industrial resourcefulness born of its 
long boasted self-sustaining force and 
self sufficiency. American brains have 
been concentrating on the task of neu- 
tralizing, as far as possible, the ef- 
fects of the war, and to a certain ex- 
fent the work has been successful.

REALITY WHEN

KEY WEST, Jan. 9. — Direct com- 


munication with Cuba from any point 
in North America without change of 
freight on cars, the late Henry M. 
Flagler's dream, was realized 
Sun- 


day when the big ferry boat, Henry M. 
Flagler, left for Havana with her first 
load. 


.The steam terry car barge sailed 


fromjjfey West for Havana Thursday 
nighrfer her trial trip across the Flor- 
ida straits, and returned Saturday to 
the Florida port in time for her first 
freight-carrying voyage on January 10. 


W. H. Beardsley, president of the 


Flagler system, and other members ot 
the official family went to Key West, 
arriving there In time to meet the ship 
on her return, and were present when 
she steamed with her first cargo 
of 
loaded 
freight 
cars, carrying 


through freight in bulk from the main- 
land ot North America to a foreign 
country, for the first time In the his- 
tory of railroad and steam navigation. 


The Henry M. Flagler came from 


the shipyards at Philadelphia to her 
Florida home under her own steam 
and power, and made the trip with 
ease. She paid little attention to the 
rough seas oft Cape Hatteras, being 
built to ride, the waters of Florida 
straits, which have some little reputa- 
tion also for being more than a mill 
pond. 


This vessel was launched September 


22, 1914, the keel having been laid on 
April 20 of that year. Her principal 
dimensions are: Length of car deck, 


liamson" double drum electric cargo 
hoist ot two tons capacity. The dry 
cargo capacity of the steamer is ap- 
proximately 3,000 tons. 


The vessel is divided into water- 


tight compartments. Ten of these are 
known as "deep tanks" and are used 
for ballast purposes, having a water 
capacity of 3,000 tons. They are con- 
nected by a (system of pipes for filling 
and discharging, which are served by 
two 12-inch centrifugal pumps of a ca- 
pacity to discharge 3,000 tons of water 
In 75 minutes. 
By this means the

One of the forward ballast tanks has 


been provided with necessary appara- 
tus for filling and discharging so that 
it Is capable ot carrying a cargo of 
molasses. 


The power plant consists of two 


triple expansion engines, cylinders 20 
inches, 32% inches and 54 Inches di- 
ameter, respectively, 36 inch stroke. 
These engines are designed to develop 
1,500 indicated horse power each at 
100 revolutions per minute and under 
170 pounds of steam pressure, which Is 
furnished by a battery ot four Scotch 
marine boilers, each 13 feet 2 Inches 
diameter by 12 feet long, and each fit- 
ted with two 48-Inch Morrison corru- 
gated furnaces, which are operated un- 
der the "Howden" system of forced 
draft. The auxilllary equipment is un- 
sually complete. Feed, circulating and 
ballast pumps, also the electric plant, 
are all In duplicate. 


The same careful study and-work' 


manship and elaboration have 
been 


carried Into the quarters for the offi- 
cers and crew. Running hot and cold 
water is furnished to each room. Four 
individual baths are furnished for the 
officers, and four shower baths for the 
crew's quarters, these also being sup- 
plied with cold salt water.

President Wilson to Attend on Battleship Oregon—Marvelous Exhibits From 


All Parts of the Earth Assembled by Forty-two Countries for the Hugest 
Conclave of Nations in History—Many Strange Displays Will Be Shown, 
Among Them Edison's Great "Telescribe"—Exhibits Increase Since War

The Panama-Pacific International Exposition at San Francisco, America's stupendous celebration of the com- 


pletion of the Panama canal, was 95 per cent completed several months before its formal opening on February

This vessel was launched September 
2, 1914, the keel having been laid on 
April 20 of that year. Her principal 
Intensions are: Length of car deck, 


liamson" double drum electric cargo 
hoist ot two tons capacity. The dry 
cargo capacity of the steamer is ap- 
proximately 3,000 tons. 


The vessel is divided into water- 


tight compartments. Ten of these are 
known as "deep tanks" and are used 
for ballast purposes, having a water 
capacity of 3,000 tons. They are con- 
nected by a bystem of pipes for filling 
and discharging, which are served by 
two 12-inch centrifugal pumps of a ca- 
pacity to discharge 3,000 tons of water 
in 75 minutes. 
By this means the 


steamer can be loaded down to her 
load draft when no cargo is carried. 


One of the forward ballast tanks has 


been provided with necessary appara- 
tus for filling and discharging so that 
it is capable of carrying a cargo of 
molasses. 


The power plant consists of two 


triple expansion engines, cylinders 20 
inches, 32% inches and 54 Inches di- 
ameter, respectively, 36 inch stroke. 
These engines are designed to develop 
1,500 indicated horse power each at 
100 revolutions per minute and under 
170 pounds of steam pressure, which is 
furnished by a battery of four Scotch 
marine boilers, each 13 feet 2 Inches 
diameter by 12 feet long, and each fit- 
ted with two 48-inch Morrison corru- 
gated furnaces, which are operated un- 
der the "Howden" system of forced 
draft. The auxilllary equipment is un- 
sually complete. Feed, Circulating and 
ballast pumps, also the electric plant, 
are all In duplicate. 


The same careful study and-work- 


manship and elaboration have been 
carried into the quarters for the offi- 
cers and crew. Running hot and cold 
water la furnished to each room. Four 
individual baths are furnished for the 
officers, and four shower baths for the 
crew's quarters, these also being sup- 
plied with cold salt water.
